Agricultural Department W ill Promul­ 


gate Them at Once. 
W ashington, Dec. 21. — R epresenta­ 
tive Smith of Texas railed on Dr. Mel­ 
vin, chief of the bureau of anim al in­ 
dustry, departm ent of agriculture, re­ 
garding the recent decision of the 
U nited States suprem e court regarding 
national quarantine regulations as to 
cattle. 
The decision establishes the 
invalidity of Texas regulations, and 
it will be necessary for the depart­ 
m ent to issue new regulations. 
The 
new order will be restricted only to 
in terstate movements^ as movements 
of cattle wholly w ithin the state can 
be controlled by state regulations and

Negro Informed Those Who Led Him 
to His Awful Fate 
That He 


Intended Doing the Deed 
Living or Dead. 


Annapolis, 
Md., 
Dec. 
21.—About 
elxty masked men took Henry Davis, 
alias H enry Chambers, a negro, who 
tom m ltted a felonious assault on Mrs. 
John 
Reid of Brownsville, five miles 
from here, last Friday, and who con 
fessed his crime, from jail and lynched 
him. 
He was strung up and his body 
riddled 
with bullets. 
The lynching 
took place this morning. 
The jail is situated in Calera street. 
In the w estern section of the city, and 
Is quite isolated. The mob had no dif­ 
ficulty in securing the prisoner. 
T ak­ 
ing him from his cell, he was carried 
along the road leading to the scene of 
his crime. 
The plans of the lynchers 
were kept quiet, as no one except 
those who participated in It knew any­ 
thing about what was to take place. 
The m en’s movements were carefully 
guarded. 
In a statem ent made after the man 
was taken from jail Deputy Sheriff 
Reuben I. Smallwood said th at about 2 
o'clock a man appeared outside the 
Jail and rang the bell. 
He said he 
had a prisoner. 
Deputy Smallwood 
saw he had no prisoner and refused 
to admit him, whereupon he left. Soon 
afterw ard a mob of about sixty men 
appeared before the Jail with a whip­ 
ping post and endeavored to batter 
down the door. 
U nsuccessful with 
th at means, they procured a sledge and 
pick and managed to break a hole in 
the door, through 
which 
one man 
crawled and unlocked the door. 
Then 
five or six men entered the building 
and proceeded toward a room, where 
they 
encountered 
W arden 
Taylor, 
Deputies Smallwood and Crouse and 
Night W atchm an Marcellus. 
At the 
point of a pistol the warden surren­ 
dered the keys. 
In a few mom ents 
more Davis was secured and carried 
out bodily. 
He made no resistance. 
His appearance outside the jail was 
greeted with yells. He was kicked and 
beaten by m em bers of the mob and in 
a few m inutes taken to Brick Yard 
hill, on the Annapolis. Baltim ore and 
W ashington railroad. 
Here Davis was 
closely questioned and again adm itted 
he had assaulted his victim and re­ 
peated he would have done It living 
or dead. 
As he made this assertion 
those who heard him called for a rope. 
One was procured and quickly kr otter! 
and the noose slipt ed over his head. 
By this tim e Davis was nearly uncon­ 
scious from fright and blows which 
had been rained upon him. 
W hile in 
this condition he was hoisted up to the 
limb of a tree. 
Almost before his feet 
left the ground revolvers cracked and 
bullets crashed through Davis’ body. 
About IOO bullets m ust have riddled 
his body. 
After a few m inutes the body was 
cut down and pieces of the rope and 
clothing taken by many as souvenirs 
The mob then dispersed. 
The per­ 
sonnel of the mob is not known, but 
reliable w itnesses to the occurrence 
state all those who composed it were 
young in appearance. 
They all wore 
masks, had their faces blacked and 
each was arm ed with a revolver. 
The negro was carried through the 
negro section of the city, but no one 
interfered. When the people appeared 
at windows they were warned to re­ 
main indoors if they did not want 
harm done them.
